On 6/6/6 furnished information that James 67x , 
Warden, assistant to co » was in Phcenix, Arizona, and contacted 
Malcolm X stating he had obtained signed statement from “the women" 
and had taken photographs of the children nnc the mothers. Warden 
stated he would attempt to get a bastardy warrant against “hin,” 
(presumably referring to Muhammad), on G/6/64 end attempt to arrange 
publicity for the serving of the warrant cnd the bastardy story. 
Malcolm X advised Warden if he could not get sdequate publicity in 
Phoenix to go to Los Anseles and see “Alexander.”

The source stated he does not know why Cook 
did not shoot someone since he was emotionally overwrought 
andalmost screaming.

As a former Muslim 
he knows how deeply Muslims believe in Elijah Muharined 
being a prophet of Alleah.

The source stated that he estimates there are 
about 500 members on the membership list of Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 11, but that only 200 to 250 could be 
called active members. The others are persons who have 
drifted away or who have been expelled;and he does not 
believe the active members of Temple of Islam No. ll ever 
exceeded 250. Each member must contribute $10 per week 
and many ex-members send this in by mail; even though 
they might have been expelled, it is their wey of trying 
to insure a place in heaven for themselves. 


Since Malcolm X was expelled from the Musiims”and 
maybe prior to that when rumors of Elijah Muhitmad's escapades 
started, the membership of Temple No. 11 declined, and the 
source estimates the current membership at less than 100 
active members.

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York Times", 
a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, contained 
an article on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), 
former national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) and 
Minister of NOI Mosque #7, New York, who broke with the NOI on 
March 8, 1964, publicly announced in New York City on March 12, 
1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). 
The MMI, according to the article, would be a broadly based 
politically oriented black nationalist movement for Negroes only, 
financed by voluntary contributions. In this public statement 
MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence 
when it is necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle clubs 
to protect their lives and property in times of emergencies in 
areas where the government is unable or unwilling to protect them. 


Incorporati:n papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 1964, 
with the Business Section, Clerk of Ccurts, New York County, New 
York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incorporated under the 
Religious Corporation Law of the State of New York to work for 
the imparting of the Islamic Faith and Islamic Religion in 
accordance with “accepted Islamic principals." The principal

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The same source on 7/4/64, advised Sister JEAN in 
Los Angeles asked a sister in Chicago to tell ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
that her husband was out in the field with the papers and 
that the story that came out yesterday was not very good, 
and the people didn't believe it.

MUHAMMAD stated that 
he believed that Brother JOHN (JOHN ALI, National Secretary 
ef the NOI) sent them a press release today, and they should 
have it. MUHAMMAD stated that all JOHN could truthfully say 
was to repeat only what he sees in the newspapers. JOHN asked 
MUHAMMAD for permission to have Minister BERNARD (believed 
to be BERNARD MOORE, Minister of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD's mosque in 
Oakland-San Francisco) to be with him on the interview on 
Monday. MUHAMMAD asked if they told him what they warted to 
talk about, and JOHN replied that it had to do with ths 
progress of the businesses, etcetera. MUHAMMAD replied: 
"You can talk to them on that. If they happen to mention 
anything else, just tell them that we are true followers of 


Mr. MUHAMMAD and we do not discuss anyone's affairs of the 


believers to the public. Anyone do something like that is a 
hypocrit, and Mr. MUHAMMAD will not, as you have found." 


MUHAMMAD then mentioned that MALCOLM had been going 
all over the country trying to smear him (MUHAMMAD). He 
stated that he, MUHAMMAD, is the true messenger of God and 
leaves all of his enemies and hypocrits to God. He continued 
he will not publish anything in the public that is also 
disbelievers of God and Islam. He stated he will not take 
his’ people to be judged by other disbelievers. MUHAMMAD 


continued ¢hat the Holy Koran teaches a Muslim to never do 
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anyt other than and the Bible teaches that too. 
stated y hever are ett 
to be judged by a disbeliever or the enemy ss they are already 
ainst you, and they don't give you no justice. He added 
t anyway we don't have all our misunderstandings, you know, 
this jury rte gs at the temple. He continued: “You can tell 
that I not taking up no such talk with you and you 
are not Muslims so why should J discuss anything of that 
nature with you when I don't understand it myself even though 
we are true believers and don't believe these things. The 
man is just suffering whatever the Muslims have to suffer, 
and he is just having to take it, so I have nothing else to 
say." 


MUHAMMAD concluded by saying that he didn't think 
JOHN would have much trouble with those people anyway.

On July 10, 1963, a second source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national lieader of the NATION OF ISLAM (NOI); 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquartere of the NOI; and 
in mid-1960, MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to 
MUHAMMAD's organization on 2 nationwide basis, commenced using 
either “Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of “Muhammad's 
Tenples of Islam". 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which wee originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD cieims to heve 
been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-calied 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North Americ2 by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" bclieve there is no such thing as a Negro; that tke 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as 
“white devils", in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon". 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared th2zt members owe no 
allegiance to the United States.

South Greenwcod Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the natienal 
headquarters of the NOI; ancdvin mid-1960, MUHAIIAD and 
other NOI officials, when referring to MJHAMIAD'S organization 
on a nationi:dde basis, commenced usin; either "Mosque" or 
oe when mertionirs one of "Muhanuad's Temples of 

slam", 


The NOI is an all-Negro crranizaticn which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been sclected by Allah, tie Supreme Boing, to 
lead the so-called Nesro race cut cf slavery; in the wilcerness 
of Nortn America by establishins; an independent black nation 
in the Unitec States. Members following MUHAITIAD's teachincs 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-c2rzlicd Nesroaes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils", in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Nezroes, “must end will be

In the past, officials anc members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have ceclared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.
